WHYDE IDENTIFIED 
AS CHECK WORKER 


Jeweler Identifies Prisoner 


As Man Who Purchased 
Ring, Paying Bill With 
Stolen Check. 


"Y ROUND TABLE" IS 
STUDYING LIVE TOPICS 


The 'Y Round Table" is an organiza- 
tion that has been meeting- Thursdays 
at noon at the T. M. C. A., for the 
study and discussion of a live current 
topic, namely, that of the relation of 
Christianity to the social order.

The identification was made in the 
private office of Chief Sheridan where 
Whyde had been brought from 
the 
county jail. Mr. Tingling was handed a 
ring by Chief Sheridan and asked if he 
recognized it and he replied "Yes, the 
ring and the box both came from my 
store and there is the man who pur- 
chased them and tendered me a check 
on the American Bottle company in 
payment." 


Whyde then stated "Why, I've got 
another ring at home just like that in 
one of your jewelry boxes and how do 
you know that would be your ring?" 
"By the mark on the ring," replied 
Tingling. 


"That says only 14-k," Whyde re- 
plied, "and any ring may have that 
engraved on it." 


"This is one mark you overlooked," 
replied Tingling, "a private mark of 
the house selling the jewelry, and I'm 
the only jeweler in Newark that they 
sold." 


Mr. Tingling then asked Whyde how 
he got the ring he had at home, and 
the latter replied, "may'be I got it the 
same way I got the one you are holding 
in your hand." 


"B. F. Skidmore, cashier of the Frank- 


lin National bank was also present to 
identify Whyde as he and Stanley 
Coyle had each cashed one of the stolen 
checks, but he stated that he had 
cashed so many that day that he was 
not positive that Whyde -was the man 
but be was sure that he resembled him. 
James Fltzsimmons was also present 
in an endeavor to identify Whyde as 
one of Fltzsimmons employes had 
cashed one of the checks but one of 
the men at the Fitzsimmons place 
stated that it was another fellow who 
had endeavored to cash the check, and 
this has caused Chief Sheridan to be- 
lieve that possibly two of the men were 
working. 
Five of the stolen checks have been 
accounted for to date and an effort is 
being made to get Whyde to disclose 
what became of the other 14. 


An affidavit 
charging forgery was 


filed by Mr. Tingling this morning and 
also one by Mr. Hayes, against Whyde 
as he endorsed the checks with the name 
of the man for who they were original- 
ly intended. 
Each check cashed av- 
eraged a little over $60. Whyde's hear- 
ing is taking place this afternoon in 
Judge Bo!ton's municipal court. 


Whyde waived examination before 
Judge F. A. Bolton this afternoon and 
was bound over to the grand Jury in 
the sum of $500 for each of 
three 
counts, two for forgery and one for 
grand larceny.

in heaven?" 


The 
geography 
and 
astronomy 


taught in this school were very prim- 
itive: The earth was flat, the sun 
circled around it horizontally, being 
concealed at night by high hills. One 
writer of the time describes the world 
in the following poetical way: "God 
makes a mantle, large and fair and 
embroiders on it earth and ocean and 
ocean's dwellings."
